TO THE COMMISSIONER FOR PATENTS: 

The following remarks are submitted to supplement the response filed January 3, 2006 to 
the Office Action mailed July 1, 2005 in the above-identified application. Applicants previously 
set forth remarks highlighting distinctions between the claimed invention and the cited art, and 
noting the absence of a prima facie case of obviousness. In addition, Applicant addressed data 
presented in several recent publications, submitted in a supplemental information disclosure 
statement (IDS) filed together with the response, that support the patentability of the claimed 
invention. These publications by Studer et al. (Reference numbers 001735, 001733, 001734) 
report the results of studies demonstrating the ability of certain catabolic inhibitory agents to 
potentially restore the ability of diseased chondrocytes to respond to anabolic growth factors. 

While a prior publication by Blanco et al, (Reference 01752, submitted with a further 
supplemental IDS on January 25, 2006) reports the effects of a combination of TGF-p and A^- 
monomethyl-L-arginine (L-NMA) or indomethacin on the proliferation of chondrocytes exposed 
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
